Act hits 
home with 
CSULB 


Some students have 
to deal with their 
immigration status.

“Graduation Begins Today,” is a 
well- known slogan to students of Cal 
State Long Beach. Posted throughout 
campus on banners and light posts, 
the phrase is meant to remind students 
they need to work toward graduating. 

However, this message does not al- 
ways apply to the entire student body. 
For many, graduation is not within 
reach because of their immigration 
status in the United-States. 

Although graduation may not “be- 

* gin today,” many students through- 
out California and at CSULB finally 
gained a sense of hope after Gov. 
Jerry Brown. signed the second half 
of the state’s DREAM Act. 

The act, which stands for Devel- 
opment, Relief and Education for 
Alien Minors, was first introduced 
in 2001 and has two parts: AB 130 
and AB 131. . 

AB 130 was signed into law in July 
and allows undocumented students 
to apply for private financial aid and 
scholarships. AB 131, the second half 
signed recently, allows undocument- 
ed students access to state financial 
aid at public universities and commu- 
nity colleges. 

Last Wednesday, Tony Ortuno was 
one of five students arrested for en- 
gaging in civil disobedience. 

The five demonstrators, all part of 
“The Dream Team,” were in down- 
town. Los Angeles demanding ad- 
ministrative relief from the Obama 
administration. 

Ortuno said he believes that his 
status as an undocumented immi- 
grant should not affect his involve- 
ment in demonstrations and outreach. 

And,, although this involvement 
and his Jegal status may lead to arrest 
and ultimately deportation, Ortuno 
said the risk is necessary. 

“In taking that risk, it was:more 
about taking a stand for myself and 
taking a-stand for my sister, who is 
also undocumented, and for my com- 
munity,” he said. “It’s for the students 


who have been arrested in the past,: 


to show that this movement will keep 
_ going until we receive something 
from the administration that prom- 
ised us the Dream Act but failed to 
deliver.” 

Gloria Inzuza-Franco, director 
of Mi Casa: Mi Universidad, works 
closely with many AB-540 students 
from CSULB who are directly im- 
pacted by the DREAM Act. AB-540, 
which was passed in 2001, allowed 
. certain undocumented students to 
pay in-state tuition instead of out-of- 
state tuition.

Cal State University faculty are 
circling an online petition that calls 
for the ouster of Chancellor Charles 
B. Reed, but with only 85 signatures, 
some have made it clear they think 
the CSU’s problems run deeper than 
its top executive. 

“Just getting rid of Reed would 
not be a cure-all,” said Max Rosen- 
krantz, an associate professor of 
philosophy at Cal State Long Beach. 
“TBut] you have-to confront the evil 
in the form it’s incarnated. He is the 
personification of larger forces.” 

The petition, started by Charles 
Wallis, a CSULB associate professor 
of philosophy, accuses the chancel- 
lor of mismanaging the CSU, and 
raising pay and benefits for “hand- 
picked administrators.” 

It also calls for Gov. Jerry Brown 
to take action, declaring “any re- 
sponse by the governor’s office, short

al liberal arts education. Negotiations 
are bringing [these issues] to a head.” 

The petition, which is run on thepe- 
titionsite.com, allows users to leave 
comments with their signature and, a 
little less than half of the signers did. 

Teri Yamada, CSULB CFA presi- 
dent and vocal critic of Reed, wrote, 
“Faculty deserve respect for their 
dedication and service. An INDE- 
PENDENT fact finder has found on 
the side of faculty three times, indi- 
cating that there is money to pay fac- 
ulty raises in the current CSU budget 
of $4 bil.” 

Ultimately, Rosenkrantz believes 
the petition won’t be enough for the 
ouster of Reed, saying a “mere” peti- 
tion would be a “feeble gesture” if its 
goal was getting rid of the CSU chan- 
cellor but the philosophy professor 
does think it could be a “catalyst for 
more significant change.” 

“Look at the ‘Occupy Wall Street’ 
protesters,” he said.

U.S. News surveyed more than 1,800 
undergraduate colleges and universities 
in 2011 and, of the 1,311 schools that 
reported, CSULB ranked No. 6 in the 
nation with 47,673 first-time freshmen

“Placing us No. 6 in the nation in 
freshmen applications is a clear valida- 
tion of the increasing state and national 
reputation of our university.” CSULB 
President F. King Alexander said via 
email. “If you throw our transfer stu- 
dents into their survey, we rank as the 
fourth best in the nation.

UCLA was ranked No. | in the na- 
tion with 57,670 applicants. St. John’s 
University in New York and UC Berke- 
ley followed UCLA. 

According to the survey, the average 
college received 5,948 applications for 
fall 2010 admissions — an increase of 
more than 400 applications from the 
year before. 

Among the schools that received the 


most applications, 32 schools received 
more than 30,000; 12 schools received 
more than 40,000; and three schools 
received more than 50,000 applications 
for fall 2010 admissions. 

The 10 colleges that received the 
most applications averaged 48,849 ap- 
plications, which is more than eight 


. times the national average. Among the 


top 10 universities on this list, seven are 
in California.

Legislation that will expand a post- 
9/11 GI bill to accommodate veterans 
in pursuit of vocational training and 
other non-degree job training pro- 
grams passed this month. 

Dubbed “The Bill of all Trades,” 
this new measure helps veterans pay 
for schooling and housing, even allow- 
ing them to transfer its benefits to an 
immediate family member if they are 
injured on duty 

For Karen Le, a first-year bio- 
chemistry major, the bill will help 
ease her stress. 

“The GI Bill will help pay for my 
rent and allow me to focus more on 
school, rather than looking for a job,” 
Le said. “I went to boot camp directly 
out of high school and I haven’t been in 
school for three years. I need as much 
timeto study for my major as I can get.” 


The GI Bill is also now a “final 


pay” source for veterans. That-means 
if a veteran receives money from other 
scholarships or the state, those will be 
used before money from the GI Bill. 


The Veteran Affairs Service on* 


campus will determine when GI Bill 
money is used to pay a veteran’s tu- 
ition.

“They are already in your classes, you 
might not know about it, you might have 
a study group with them, they might be 
your friend; But they might not have oust- 
ed themselves with their legal status,” he 


said. 


Fernandez, regardless of status, said 
the DREAM Act is an issue of fairness 
and equity in a person’s pursuit of edu- 
cation and he sees hope for the future of 


undocumented students in the U.S. 


“They don’t get the Cal Grants or the 
Pell Grants from the federal govern- 
ment,” Fernandez said. “They pay into it, 
they pay the tuition that’s going to go into 
it, your Cal Grant, but they are not going 
to get the benefit of getting an award, Cal 
Grant A or B, anything like that. So they 
are paying into the system but they are 


not receiving any rewards from [it].”

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Seal Beach’s communal concern is reassuring to society 


After the fatal shooting at Salon Meritage last 
Wednesday, many members of the Seal Beach 
community have come out to show their support 
for the victims’ families. Local churches have ex- 
tended their services and hours of operation, hun- 
dreds came out for memorial services Thursday, 
and some, in Seal Beach and beyond, have even 
changed their Facebook profile pictures to blue 

hearts that read “Support 

in Love Seal Beach.” Af- 
Our VIEW ter the devastating shoot- 

ings, it’s more important 
now than ever for neighbors to come show love and 
support of those affected by the tragedy. 

The Seal Beach shooting, which left eight dead, 
is the worst mass killing in the history of Orange 
County. The shooting stunned the small beach 
city and left many in complete disbelief. But, the 
tragedy has prompted a response from the com- 
munity that has been large and overwhelmingly 
supportive. 

In the wake of the shootings, churches have 
extended their hours of operation and have encour- 
aged members to not only pray for the victims’ 
families, but also for Scott Dekraai, who’s been 
charged of killing his ex-wife and seven others in 
the shootings. 

The focus on prayer instead of anger extends 


beyond churches in the neighborhood to those who ~ 


have been directly affected by the massacre. In 
spite of losing two members of his congregation, 
Rev. Michael Heher of St. Anne’s Catholic Church 
has emphasized the power of prayer in the healing 
process and has urged members of his congrega- 
tion to lean on each other in their time of need. 

The Los Angeles Times quoted Heher as saying, 
“T don’t know why God makes us suffer, but he 
does...It’s a time to have each other when we’re 
feeling so fragile.” 

Members of the Seal Beach community contin- 
ued to come out in support of the victims and their 
families throughout the week. Last Thursday, a 


number of prayer services were held in churches in the surrounding 
area and a candlelight vigil was held in front of Salon Meritage. 
Nearly a week later, people are still dropping by the salon leav- 
ing flowers and paying their respects. There’s no telling how long 
the killings will stay a hot topic in the local media, but people in 
Seal Beach are making it clear that they’re here to support their 


neighbors and friends for the long haul. 


It’s not very often a crime of this magnitude shakes a town out 
of its peaceful existence, but despite how shocking it was, the — 
shootings prompted a response never before seen in the community. 
People in Seal Beach and the surrounding areas have shown that in 
times of need, you can still count on your neighbors for help, guid- 
ance, and even a shoulder to cry on. 

These days, people are constantly plugged into new technology

New revisions on student mediums shouldn’t limit student’s voice 


It’s been quite some time since I heard any 
news regarding the controversial article published 
by Union Weekly last March. The article, which 
reviewed the annual Pow Wow held on campus, 
was found by some to be racist and spurred much 
debate. 

With the Union Weekly managing to stay away 
from controversies this semester, it was a safe bet 
to say this fiasco had blown over. However, the 
repercussions from the article are still affecting 
our campus’ student media today. 

It was surprising recently to find on the front 
of this paper another story about the Pow Wow 
article. Apparently, the Student Media Board is 
proposing to the Associated Student, Inc. a new 
operating procedure for student media to follow 
in the wake of the controversial review. 

A new revision includes student-at-large repre- 
sentatives who propose a recall of editors-in-chief 
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or station managers to properly justifyshis or her 
intentions before sending it to the Student Media 
Board. A two-thirds vote from the board would 
be needed for action to be taken. 

This new revision sounds like a good way to- 
protect those in charge of student media. During 
the Pow Wow controversy, the Union Weekly’s 
editor in chief was met with much criticism for 
weeks, with many attempting to 
have him recalled. 

With what could have been a 
lapse in ethical decision-making, 
it’s impossible to know the true 
intentions of running the article at the time, a 
proper apology should’ve been enough to.quash 
the situation. However, there were multiple at- 
tempts by those outraged by the article to recall 
the Union Weekly’s editor in chief. By forc- 
ing people to justify their intention as to why a 
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student media leader should be recalled, it may 
shorten the length of the debates as well as elimi- 
nate those seeking blood. 

Where this revision goes awry is when it bans 
student media advisors from participating on the 
Student Media Board. While it’s important for the 
board to remain impartial in it’s decisions, some 
objectivity may be lost when student media advi- 

sors’ own outlet is in question. 
And it’s even worse when there

outlets to defend themselves. 
One last revision is the addi- 
tion of a grievance form. Basically, if a student is 


offended or feels something in the student media 


contains libel or slander, they can file a grievance 
and send it to the board. 

Other campuses have this same sort of system 
for their student media and it seems to be a pro- 
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fessional way to handle these situations, instead 
of picketing and protests. Whether the student 
population will use these grievance forms cor- 
rectly is the biggest question. With so many stu- 
dent media outlets around campus and so many 
ways for their views to be interpreted, the Student 
Media Board is bound to see a rise in complaints. 

When writing reviews or opinions, it isn’t the 
aim of the writer to appease everyone; it’s to give 
their honest and accurate opinion. Having been 
writing for the Daily 49er opinions section for 
some time now, I know I walk a tight rope when - 
writing about certain controversial issues. 

The new revisions should keep us student writ- 


ers and broadcasters ethically in check; we should * 


be doing this anyway. However, they shouldn’t 
scare us from voicing our views.

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Today, privacy is more a privilege than a right 


Technology may be helping academic suc- 
cess, efficiency and the overall contemporary 
American life. But, it’s also degenerating 
society’s concept of privacy. 

Matt Taibbi’s Rolling Stone article and the 
Daily 49er perv-Tumblr article has made it 
clear that we not only underestimate technol- 
ogy’s ability to aid stalking, but we also un- 
derestimate the increasing loss of individual 
privacy. 

“It takes a coordinated community to ef- 
fectively take on stalking,” Stalking Resource 
Center director Michelle Garcia said in a 
2010 Department of Justice panel discussing 
on the topic. ; 

When ‘we were growing up, we all got mad 
at our parents when they read our diaries, 
or similarly, when our significant others 
read our texts and emails. So, wouldn’t it be 
hypocritical of us to spend so many hours on 
Facebook flipping through someone’s entire 
picture album? ; ; 

While the Girls of Long Beach had more 
than just privacy issues, the point of the mat- 
ter is that all the “perv” needed was a com- 
puter with Internet connection and a camera 
to degrade females — and males — of the 
Long Beach community, or any community 
for that matter. 

To resist checking other people’s social 
media profiles is like not grabbing that free 
coffee sample when you walk by a Starbucks; 
it’s practically impossible. Let’s face it, we 
can’t get mad when we’re posting the pictures 
ourselves, often with the hopes of telling peo- 


ple who weren’t there, “Look at how much 
fun I had and how many friends I have.”: 

We really need to re-evaluate if “Facebook 
stalking” is a term we are perfectly com- 
fortable using, because it still has the word 
“stalk.” A reason it’s often redeemable is the 
distorted parallel between cyber stalking and 
the paparazzis’ hounding of celebrities and 


-it is. 


Celebrities, while owing a certain extent 
of information to the public, are harassed 
constantly and destroyed by magazines at- 
tempting to make an extra buck. And yet, we 
purchase these magazines and condone it all. 

Furthermore, we feel important if someone 
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cares enough about us to “stalk” us, if you 
will. 

Taibbi explains in a recent article about 
his and his fellow journalists’ victimization 
while participating in the Occupy Wall Street 
movement. He exposes right-wing author 
and blogger Andrew Beibart in his participa- 
tion in the infiltrating of private email lists 
between journalists and financial advisors 
involved in the movement. 

_ Beibart’s purpose: to prove that Occupy 
Wall Street is a puppet show orchestrated by 
the liberal media. 

Consenting of this action were various re- 
ports who describe another hacker involved, 
Thomas Ryan, as a “private cyber security 
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researcher.” He not only accessed the emails, 
but also fed them to website BigGovernment. 
com, the FBI and NYPD. 

While this is an extreme example, the 
reality is that it is especially easy to justify 
this invasion for the people’s need to know. 
Taibbi makes a good point by saying that 
instead of pointing out the invasion of private 
conversations, the right wing journalists have 
benefitted from this. 

They have been made famous for their 
supposed exposure of liberal journalists 
leading of these “socialist and communist 
groups,” as Andrew Beibart himself said in 
an interview with Fox News. : 

By allowing this level of invasion, we are 
setting ourselves up for people being able to 
destroy our own lives. 

Seattle woman Sherri Peak found out 
that technology could be detrimental to the 
obsessive compulsive the hard way when 
her ex-husband Robert stalked her via GPS 
system and a cell phone he installed in her 
Toyota Land Cruiser. While a GPS system is 
quite common, the cell phone would pick up 
automatically without ringing at all, picking 
up all of Sherri’s conversations. 

Despite this, the growing epidemic of 
stalkers that lurk on the Internet are much 
worse than the ones in person because of 
their facilitated access to people’s personal 
information.

CSULB artist offers a 
new perspective on death’ 


Lisa Talbot’s 
interactive piece 
brings visitors into an 
MRI-like tunnel.

A large bouquet of Casablanca lilies 
decorates a tunnel buried under dirt in 
the center of the Merlino gallery at Cal 
State Long Beach’s student art galleries 
this week. 

Lisa Talbot, Masters of Fine Arts 
student, showcases “The Goal of All 
Life is Death,” an interactive piece, in 
the gallery. 

Visitors of the art galleries are able 
to experience a simulated burial un- 
der a pile of dirt and loud music and 
noises — designed for healing — vi- 
brating through it. A volunteer helps 
each guest lay down on the flat bed and 
gently pushes them into the dark bur- 
row after handing them earplugs and a 
panic button. Participants remain in the 
tunnel for about a minute-and-a-half to 
two minutes. 

“TI expect people to be scared at first,” 


Talbot said. “I wanted to heighten the 
anticipation. I want people to face their 
fears and go in and be pleasantly sur- 
prised.” 

The anticipation before going into 
the tunnel is the most nerve-wracking 
part for some people. The fear of a 
small and confined space is what a lot 
of the participants express concern 
about. : 

The music, created by Abhi Malhor- 
tra — better known as Wooden Voodoo 
— was intended to vibrate through the 
tunnel and was created with healing 
purposes, Talbot said. The volume of 
the music is so loud that earplugs are 
mandatory and even then, the music, 
noise and vibrations take over. 

“T heard the soundtrack before the 
actual experience and I felt totally 
claustrophobic [in the tunnel],” said 
Aaron Giesel, MFA student, after being 
in the tunnel for 20 to 30 seconds, the 
shortest recorded time on Sunday. “It 
freaked me out, loud sound and dark- 
ness,” he continued. 

Giesel said there is a possibility that 
the interactive piece could take some- 
one to a meditative state but the way the 
music was did not seem calming. He 
continued to say how unique the piece 
is and how he always imagined Talbot’s 
concentration should have been sculp- 
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ture rather than photography. 

“T wanted people to have a bodily ex- 
perience and a picture wouldn’t do it,” 
Talbot said in response to stepping out 
of her concentration, which is photog- 
raphy. 

Although the initial ae dies 
out while the volunteer eases the par- 
ticipants in to the tunnel, they can not 
figure out what was to come next. None 
of the participants know if there would 
be a video of bunnies and red corn syr- 
up, or something scary staring at them 
from above. 

Instead of the gory eecahede the 
participants experience a cloth veil gen- 
tly brushed across their faces so they 
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can experience complete darkness. 
“T had no idea if there was going to 
be a horror movie flashing by or what,

major. “If you want to shut off for a few 
minutes, I totally recommend it.” 
Do continued to say that the some- 


what peaceful tunnel smelled like 


Home Depot or nature and the sound 
and vibrations surrounded him com- 
pletely. 

Talbot said she hopes that participants 
walk away with a new perspective on 
death. The MRI-like tunnel. was meant 
to spark up fears and anxiety from medi- 
cal visits and burials, so the participant 
could be surprised once inside.

“T hope people think about their fear 
and issues with death and medical,” 
Talbot said. “ I want people to actually 
feel present and aware of their bodies.” 

Since the interactive tunnel can only 
be experienced with someone else pres- 
ent, Talbot will be at the Merlino gal- 
lery everyday this week. People who 
are interested in experiencing the 
brighter side of death will also get a 
chance to meet the artist.

International City Theatre, located 
at the Long Beach Performing Arts 
Center, ends their 26th season with 
the rarely-revived production of “The 
Robber Bridegroom,” directed by Todd 
Nielsen. This comical, sexy, and bois- 
terous Tony Award-nominated musical 
makes you feel like you’ve been invited 
to a square-dance party during 18th 
century Mississippi. 

In this adult Southern fairytale, a 
clever gentleman bandit, a rich planta- 
tion owner, a money-hungry step-moth- 
er, and’an evil thief — who carries his 
brother’s head in a trunk — all chase 
after the young-hearted sassy Rosa- 
mund (Jamison Lingle), with various 
motives like stealing from her, killing 
her.or, best of all, pleasuring her. 

“The Robber Bridegroom,” origi- 
nally a 1942 novella by Eudora Welty, 
captures theatrical rhetoric with sexual 
innuendos, musical puns and several 
forms of double entendre, which is a 
phrase that has another connotation 
apart from the literal and is intention-

ally risque. 

Aside from the thrust-style stage, 
which, extends into the audience on 
three'sides to add more intimacy, the 
performers also jump into the audience 
at the start of the play with magic tricks, 
Southern-style greetings and overall 
crazy brainless banter. 

After the very handsome and debo- 
nair Jamie Lockhart (Chad Doreck) in- 
troduces the storyline of the musical, he 
also announces the musicians as “set- 
tlers” while they walk down the aisles 
of the theater and onto the stage. The 
band, which includes a piano player, 
banjo player and fiddle player, accom- 


panies the actors on stage, giving the 
feel of a hoedown get-together with 
their upbeat Broadway-bluegrass score. 

While searching through the woods, 
Rosamond, the beautiful plantation 
owner’s daughter, performs one of the 
most memorable songs, “Ain’t Nothin’ 
Up,” singing about how her life lacks 
excitement and the main thing miss- 
ing is.a man. It is in this scene where 
the Southern colonial characters trans- 
form into forest creatures, prancing, 
slithering and flying ‘across the stage 
with a somewhat-realistic, yet hilarious 
animistic representation. An audience 
member is even asked to participate 


after one of the actors gives him two 
branches and tells him to be a tree. 

Goat (Adam Wylie) appears natural 
at his craft because his performance is 
so good that it’s easy to forget that he 
is acting. Goat is the typical hillbilly 
stereotype who is clumsy and not smart 
at all, but makes it ridiculously humor- 
ous by falling off stage, getting yelled 
at and jumping with his high-pitched 
squeals and “eeeeps!” 

Another character, who could be com- 
pared to Johhny Depp’s portrayal of Jack 
Sparrow in “Pirates of the Carribean,” 
is Little Harp (Michael Uribes) the-evil 
thief and rival of Jamie Lockhart. Not 


only: does Little Harp have the rugged 
costume of a robber, but Uribes captures 
the essence of a mischievous and foolish 
trickster similar to how Depp embodies 
the Jack Sparrow character. 5 

Combined with robbery, riches, love 
and sex, along with great singing and 
square dancing, “The Robber Bride- 
groom” will run at the International City 
Theatre (300 E. Ocean Blvd.) Thursdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays at 8 p.m. and 
Sundays at 2 p.m., from Oct. 14 through 
Nov. 6.

Child, 9, tells cops ‘T 
was driving good’ 


DETROIT _ The 9-year-old girl, 
sitting on a booster seat behind the 
wheel of her father’s large van, asked 
the police officer why she was being 
pulled over. 

After all, she had been driving 
well. She even used her turn signal. 
Twice. 

“She was doing fine,” Brownstown 
Township Police Detective Lt. Rob- 
ert Grant said. “And, in fact, as hei- 
nous as this is, the little girl looks at 
the police officer and says, ‘What did 
you stop me for? I was driving good.’ 
Incredible. Obviously, the officer told 
her she was too young to drive.” 

It was 2:46 a.m. Oct. 8, and the girl 
had just left a Citgo gas station.In the 
passenger seat was her 39-year-old 
father, suspected of being drunk, po- 
lice said. 

The father, Shawn Weimer, 39, of 
Brownstown Township, Mich., now 
faces charges of felony child abuse 
and being a habitual offender. 

On store“ surveillance video, 
Weimer brags to a clerk at Citgo 
about his daughter. 

“J got a designated driver,” he said. 
“Nine years old. Nine. Dad, drink- 


ing. Listen, we’re leaving, and she’s 


driving.” 
At one point, the girl said, “And I 
parked,” as Weimer told the clerk the 


girl drove all the way to the store. 

Police learned about the 9-year-old 
from a caller who watched the girl get 
behind the wheel and her father get in 
the passenger seat. 

“She’s driving pretty good, I’m 
telling ya_I can’t believe it,” the man 
told the dispatcher. 

Officers caught up with the girl 
at King Road and pulled across the 
intersection as she approached. 
Weimer told officers he was teaching 
his daughter to drive, Grant said. 

“He was argumentative with 
us, that it was his right to teach his 
daughter how to drive,” Grant said. 

He was charged with second-de- 
gree child abuse, a four-year felony, 
and fourth-degree child abuse, a mis- 
demeanor punishable by up to a year 
in jail. 

He also was charged with being a 
habitual offender and could be sen- 
tenced to up to 15 years in prison if. 
convicted. 

The habitual offender charge 
stems from Weimer’s convictions on 
four felonies: receiving and conceal- 
ing stolen property, unarmed rob- 
bery, felon in possession of a firearm 
and felony firearm, Grant said.

The Long Beach State women’s 
cross country team -broke into the 
west regional rankings Monday at No. 
9 in the latest U.S. Track & Field and 
Cross Country Coaches Association 
(USTFCCCA) poll. 

On the men’s side, the 49ers re- 
mained at No. 9 for the third consecu- 
tive week. 

Both teams are the second high- 
est ranked school from the Big West 
Conference as the‘UC Davis women 
and Cal Poly men came in at No. 7 in 
both polls. 

The LBSU women moved back 
into the regional rankings after win- 
ning its second consecutive Bronco 
Invitational in Sunnyvale, Calif. this 
past weekend. LBSU led the fiéld of 
21 teams with 94 points as senior 
Rosa Del Toro crossed the finish line 
in fourth with a school record-setting 
mark in the SK race. Del Toro regis- 
tered a time of 17:09. 

With the win, LBSU finished ahead 
of five teams that were ranked in last 
week’s west region poll. UC Berkeley 
was the highest ranked team as the 
Golden Bears came in at No. 3, fol- 
lowed by Portland (8th), UC Davis 
(9th), Cal Poly (10th) and Idaho (13th). 

The men’s team finished in third 
(153 points) at the Bronco Invitational 
behind team-champion Stanford (38 
points) and Cal Poly (77 points) in 
second. The 49ers finished ahead of 
UCLA (14th) and Berkeley (16th) as 
both the Bruins and Golden Bears are 
ranked ahead of LBSU in the west re- 
gion poll at No. 4 and No. 8, respec- 


tively. 

The 49ers will return to action 
this Friday at Cal State Fullerton for 
the Titan Invitational.

LBSU completed the two-day, 54-. 


hole tournament with an overall score 
of 1l-under par 853 as the 49ers and 
Sun Devils won by a comfortable 13 
strokes over third-place Denver (+2) 
and 16 shots over Sacramento State

ment host Cal State Northridge placed 
11th at 40-over. 

Freshman Xander Schauffele paced 
LBSU as he fired a 7-under 69 to finish

Schauffele recorded an eagle in the 
final round, leading the field of 86 play- 
ers with a total of three eagles for the 
tournament. Schauffele completed the 
tournament at 7-under'209. 

Senior Kevin Roy recorded his best 
round of the tournament with a solid 69, 
tying for 10th at 1-under. Roy tallied a 
total of 14 birdies for the tournament. 

Junior Philip Chian shot a 76 to tie 
for 15th at 1-over, while collecting a to- 
tal of 12 birdies. 

Senior Kevin Lim turned in his best 
score of the tournament with an even- 
72 to finish at 2-over, tying for 18th. 
Freshman Kevin Techakanokboon shot 
an 82 to tie for 38th at 8-over. 


LBSU had four players playing as in- 
dividuals. Freshman J.J. Holen record- 
ed a 74 to tie for 27th at 5-over, while 
fellow classmate Ben Heisey (84) and 
junior Raymond Ho (77) tied for 63rd 
at 14-over. Freshman Matt Fliss (+18) 
improved by two strokes for an 80, ty- 
ing for. 70th. 

“T’m really excited for all of the guys 
on this team,” LBSU head coach Ryan 
Ressa ,said. “It’s been a while since 
we’ve won a tournament last spring. 


‘We’ had contributions from everyone 


to make this win possible. It’s exciting 
to see the momentum going in the right 
direction and to see the guys getting 
better.” 

LBSU will return to action Oct. 31 
as it travels to San Martin, Calif. for the 
CordeValle Resort hosted by UCLA.
